AT THE FRONT 


Going' up the road, after I had seen 
to stand a seoson or two of careful 
that the fellows were in holes, safe 
from the direct lire of the machine 
guns of Mouquet Farm, I came to a 
trench that lead forward toward the 
front enf and do course I started to 
go up it. I noticed, in an abstracted 
fashion, that the trench was gradual¬ 
ly .getting shallower and of course 
knowing that there was a machine 
gun waiting only a rew yards away, 
to take a shot at the unwary, I was 
naturally cautious as to how I came 
to the end >of this trench. It got so 
shallow that I had to go down on my 


hands and knees and after crawling 
in this way until the trench was about 
6” deep, I stopped, ana rose on my 
hands and toes to have a look round. 
I could see nothing exceptional and 
without further ado 1 rose to a kneel¬ 
ing position even from here I did not 
see what I had expected to see and 
no one seemed to have seen me, so 
I started to get to my feet.

We were sur¬ 
prised and not a little awestruck 
when we saw that the man was dead 
and that when he had been killed he 
had been in the act of dressing the 
man on the ground who was now also 
dead. The man who knelt down was 
holding a bottle of iodine In one hand 
and a bandage in the other one (I 
have forgotten which hands these 
things were in) and the iodine bottle 
had the cork out of it and the band 
age was slightly unrolled, the loose 
end was blowing in the wind There 
was not as far as we could see any 
mark on the man but he had no doubt 
got hit In some vital nerve centre 
with a hullet. We passed on and 
came to the man who had been left 
behind. He was laid out on his back 
and as I stood over him looking down 
at the place where he was wounded 
(in the stomach), he muttered, “Mer- 
ci kamrad.” I don’t know, maybe 1 
did look rather fierce and gave him 
a scare but I soon put him at ease 
we decided to take him in to the 
trench, that was from there, 200 yard- 
with a smile. After a short oonflab 
away, and up a slope. I don’t know 
why the machine gun referred to 
above didn't sweep that area, unless 
it was as I have already said, unable 
to, on account of only being able to 
traverse for a certain distance. 

We immediately started to try and 
get the poor man into the trench 
were going to carry him in but he 
could not stand that kind of treat¬ 
ment and so we had to support him 
with our shoulders. 

For the first stretch he came along 
all right and would only stiffen out 


the arms of tile brave and gallant 
defenders of thelline, but, I said, put¬ 
ting in a joker] “You -will be rather 
foolish if you go forward now for 
there is a machine gun concealed, a 
few yards from here that will sure 
clean you up if you start ta go over 
the top here.” 

I have no doubt but that this was 
the first action that this tofficer had 
ever been in and naturally he* w r as 
as cocksure as they all are at that 

eriod. The opinion of a common or 
garden variety of soldier, meaning 
the private, had no weight with them 
at all. 

This fellow' said, “To Hell with the 
machine gun. I have got to get a 
strong point dug and I’M going to get 
it done and get back again.,* Oh! 

Well, I thought, if you feel that way 
about it, go to it. 

He had ten or a dozen men with 
him and they started to go up the 
road, they went out onto the top via 
the small trench and had not disap¬ 
peared from view more than half a 
minute before we heard the old 
machine gun open up. Oh! Yes, dear 
reader, there was some of them hit 
None of them were killed. I think 
that there -were three hit and the Lord 
only knows how the rest got through 
unless the gun could be only travers¬ 
ed so far, and could not reach them 
when they got farther away. Well 
the officer got away himself that was 
what made me sure and there were 
a couple «of fellows who were not hit, 
that stayed behind to help the wound¬ 
ed out. 

After a while we were startled to 
hear, coming from the front, a series 
of strange oaths, they were beautiful 
and terrible enough to make one 
tremble. I stepped »out into the road¬ 
way and MacCauley did the same and 
lo and behold there before our eyes 

was one of our old pals, who had been j with a groan about every 40 yards, 
sent back to the company, and he was j then he got it down to less and less 
bringing in a dozen or so prisoners distance until he was stopping and closed down, we started. 


down Old 
Fritz started dropping Whizz-Bangs 
near us. So close that it semed as 
thaugh he were deliberately trying to 
get us. Well when the first one 
landed it passed over our heads and 
dropped, with a throwing up dirt, 50 
yards ahead of us. We needed no 
more warning and tofld the Hienie 
that he was going to go into the 
thench without further delay and as 
he stiffened in the next few yards 
we kept right on and dragged him 
along. We had got to the place 
where the first shell landed when we 
heard another one coming. It dropped 
about where we had been, when the 
first one came over, and the pieces 
passed us doing no harm to either of 
us We got the man to the trench 
side and handed him over to our fel¬ 
lows telling them to get him back to 
the dressing station right away, and 
without any more ado we started 
back to the roadway that we had 
come from. 

We were about 150 yards from the 
trench, on our way back, when we 
heard another shell coming over. 
When it went past us, I turned round 
to see where it would drop. It seem¬ 
ed to me to drop right in the trehch 
where our men were, and turning to 
McCauley I said “Spud and party 
all shot to Hell.” McCauley looked 
round to where the shell had dropped 
and said that it sure looked that way 

Arriving at the sunken road I said 
to McCauley that we might as well 
pick up some grub, on the w r ay to the 
fellows, from the haversacks of the 
different dead men that were laid all 
around. McCauley collected water 
bottles -while I collected the eatables. 
It was a gruesome job, but tone you 
soon get used to, and of course a 
man has to eat. While going through 
one man’s havedsack I came to a 
piece of soft rubber that had a tube 
at one end of it. On blowing into the 
tube slightly I saw thab-it was an 
air pillow and of course ^transferred

that it would come in 
time or other. 

When we arrived back to the place 
where Hutson and the party were in 
the holes wc had the makings of a 
good feed and we certainly had one 
to. We had run into cigarettes and 
tobacco and aafter the supper was 
finished we enjoyed a smoke. Isn’t it 
rather funny or maybe you call it 
something else, there w r e were among 
about 50 dead men and we were eat¬ 
ing and smoking and enjoying our¬ 
selves. But such is the life of a sol¬ 
dier and he gets used to seeing death 
in so many forms that it is hard for 
him to think about it in the light that 
it is usually thought of in. I have 
heard fellows say, and have said it 
myself, »on seeing some dead men with 
his body all smashed to a pulp or 
with bis head half knocked off, “Too 
bad, poor fellow, Well any-way he 
never knew what hit him.” And this 
is the usual run of sympathy that a 
dead man gets. Do not run away 
with the notion that a soldier is not 
religious, for if you do you will carry 
away a wrong Impression. I have 
found, and I think my statement will 
be backed by any Padre who has serv¬ 
ed with a battalion in the line for 
any length of time, that there is a 
whole lot of true religion in the sol¬ 
dier A man cannot be in the dif¬ 
ferent batle-fields for long before he 
realizes that there is a Supreme Pow¬ 
er ruling over all. The whole world, 
more or less believe, in a Supreme 
Power, and this Power is called by 
various names, but ask any soldier 
who has seen some service and gone 
into action not knowing whether he 
was coming out or not and he will 
tell you without any doubt in his 
voice that there is a Supreme Being 
that must rule the destinies of the 
world. 

The time was sliping along and it 
was now beginning to get dark, so I 
started to think out which would be 
the best way to get around the ma¬ 
chine gun. I voiced my previous no¬ 
tion to McCauley and Hutson and 
they thought that it was the best way 
so after waiting for a few minutes, 
until the darkness had some what

'Hay Permits Now 

Will Cost More 

According to an order in council 
dated February 11th, and which has 
been received by Alex Norquay, head 
of the local dominion land office, dues 
on hay permits for either dominion or 
chool lands have been raised to 25c. 
per ton to actual settlers for their 
>wn use, while to other than actual 
settlers for sale or other disposition 
to $1.00 per ton. 

Leases to cut hay on Dominion 
Lands, which cover a period of five 
years, may be obtained at a rental of 
">0c. per acre, per year. This also ap¬ 
plies to School lands. 

Heretofore the rates for settlers 
hay permits were 10c. per ton, and to 
other than settlers, for sale or other 
disposition; 50c. per ton, while the 
rental for leasing of hay lands was at 
he rate of 25c. per acre. 

This leasing privilege should not be 
confused with the leasing of lands for 
grazing purposes, which remains as 
heretofore. 

This change in the regulations will 
affect all parties applying for hay per¬ 
mits during the coming season.
